4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach a fluid control valve that includes a valve housing with an inlet 
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and an outlet on opposed sides of the housing so that the inlet to outlet flow direction is 
parallel to a longitudinal axis of the housing, a valve flange on a displaceable piston that 
moves in a direction that is not parallel to the longitudinal axis of the housing and the 
direction of fluid flow, a control volume behind the piston that communicates with the 
fluid inlet and can vent to the fluid outlet through an electromagnetic pilot valve wherein 
the pilot valve is located on the same side of the housing as the fluid outlet.
